In the planning, in the list of speakers, and in the recipients W 
of awards, the exercises were noteworthy for the obvious influence of 
the United States. The entire ceremony was conducted by Dr, Pinhas “™ 
Churgin, President of the University and Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, & former president of the Mizrachi Organization of America !e 
and Dean of the Teachers' Institute, Yeshiva University, New York, ci 
Indicative of the extent of U, 9. sponsorship, the only foreign standaded 
in evidence was the American flag, prominently displayed at the top of 
the “tower" with those of the State of Israel and of the University. Ol 


Of the American speakers, the remarks of Ambassador Edward B, 
Lawson (copy attached) elicited a markedly favorable response, both 
for themselves and becauge they included a greeting from the President 
of the United States:

The audience gave hearty applause to the announcement of the message 
at end of ite delivery as well. ; 
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The Jerus&lem Post, English-lenguage daily, published this | 
statement in a front-page box, as well as the’ greater part of the 
Ambassador's address, which was the Snly speech reported textually, 
Other press cover&ége was similarly extensive and favorable, Other 
American speakers included Dr. Lincoln B, Hale, Director of the 
U. 9, Operations Mission; Rabbi Mordecai Kirshblum, President of the 
Mizrahi Organization of America; Dr, Isréel Goldstein, President, 
American Jewish Congress; Mrs. Nachman Z, Ebin, National President 
of the Mizrahi Women's Organization of America; Dr. Peyton N. Rhodes, 
President, Southwestern University at Memphis, Tennessee, who repre- 
sented the Association of American colleges; Dr. Joseph H. Lookstein 
of the Yeshiva University, New York; and Professor Samuel Rosenblatt 
of John Hopkins. The academic procession, with many of the parti- 
cipants in academic regalia displaying the colors of American 
universities, was the first of its kind to be held in Israel. The 
Members of the procession were spontaneously applauded by the large 
crowd &s they slowly wended their way across the campus and passed 
through the audience to the speakers! platform, 


Thig American influence will also be reflected in the entire 
educational philosophy, administration, and organization of the new 
institution, Its primary objective is to synthesize religious and 
secular learning, and its curriculum ig dem gned to meet the stand- 
ards of any Americ&n university so as to make possible both trans- 
fers and interchanges of academic credit, Ready to begin the first 
semester's work are 150 students, of whom 25 are from the United 
States. It is hoped in time to attract 100 American students yearly. 
Similarly 25 members of the present instructional staff are from the 
United States, The undergraduate curriculum is of four years! 
duration, and men and women are admitted on equal terms. Five modern 
buildings, including 4 dormitory, dining hall, science hall and 
administrative building have been completed and will be fully 
equipped for use by mid-September,

TEL AVIV, AUGUST 7 — (USIS) — Following is text of remrks made 
by “merican ‘mbassador Edward B. Lawson at dedication ceremonies held on the 
Bar Ilan University campus in Ramat Gan on “ugust 7: 


I am greatly honored to be vermitted to join you as we, in a sense, 
gather here today to breathe life into these structures which will rise to 
shelter the future great scholars of Israel and the world. 


One of the great mastervieces of eloquence of the Golden ‘ge was uttered 
some 20 centuries ago by the scholar Pericles. hen speaking on the civic 
virtues and valor of the ‘thenians, he said that great deeds are independent 
of vraise, He then went on to say that he sooke only in obedience to a law 
which demanded utterance to mark the occasion. JI find myself somewhat in 
that position as I consider the civic virtues and valor of those who have made 
this occasion possible, Their undisputed contribution to the nation and to the 
people of Israel demands no utterance of praise, Yet this occasion mrks so 
significantly a great forward stev in the field of education and such a close 
vartnership of vour country and mine that it seems fitting tmt a few words of 
tribute and recognition be saidat this time, 


This is an occasion which means much to all those who have contributed their 
tire, talent, and treasure to this laudable uni ertaking. It means much to many 
of mv countrymen who have vlayed a generous part in making possible the 
dedication we sre celebrating today. Te all the friends of Bar-Ilan University 
I feel that I could not more fittingly mark the Significance of this moment 


than bv reading to you a message which the President of ss United States has asked 
me to convey to you heres:

Thus, as we ee € ; cketieng today, we are giving 
material recognition to the heels thet otubation is the cornerstone of demecragy — 
the cornerstone of this and all democratic nations, 
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I need not develov the theme that democracy flourishes only where 
educational vrocesses operate widely and freely and where there is freedom 
of thought and freedom of expressic, These truths are too well known to reouire 
discussion. Throushout the centuries, there seems to have been a distinct 
affinity between educational darkness and dictatorship on one lend and educational 
light snd democracy on the. other, 


Today, some seven years after the birth of your country you are confronted 
with the voroblem of sunplying effective educational facilities for your people, 
It is interesting to note thet -bout seven years after the foundation of the 
United St°tes, its leaders were still exerting every effort to establish 
education facilities throughout thenew revublic. They recognized full well 
the incalculably important vlace of edrested citizens in the building and 
preservation of the nation, They felt tmt no free nation could develop or main- 
tain its freedom without an educated pepulace, They knew that democracy could 
work only among an enlightened people, 


Thomas vefferson, one of the gre2t leaders in our eerly history, was a firm 
believer in the education of the people, not only 1s 2° moulder of nations but 
as an imvortant clement in the preserv-tion of m tions through the creserv2tion 
of peace, ‘Wher discussing that highly imvortant document, the provosed Con- 
stitution »f the United States, and considering, as he nut it, whether veace is 
best preserved by givine energy to the government co information to the people P 
he gave strong suv»xort to the latter, Ho wrote, "Educate and inform the whole 
mass of the people. Enxble them to see tht it is in their interest to preserve 
peace and order, ind thev will preserve them — they are the only sure reliance 
for the preservtion of our liberty", 


These are th> reflections wich pass throveh my mind today. This act of 
dedication which we ire nerforming here throws into relief the mnifold interests, 
experiences and ideals which Israel and the United States have in common, There 
is the sime stt2chment to independence and to liberty of thought and speech; the 
same dynamic and purposeful character expressed in the same progressive individual- 
ism; the same spiritual and moral ideals of individual and national life; the 
seme strong faith rooted in reason ard confidence in our fellowmm — in short, 
the same deep belicf in the essential zoodness of the human spirit, These 
things are the foundation of the liberties for which our two veoples struggled 
so hard and which they cherish so fervently. 


We have noted how closely knit our two peoples are through the heritage of 
ideals and appreciztion of educ*tion in relation to our national democratic 
life, Now, this institution, the decic-tion of which we today celebrate, binds 
our relations in this field even closer, I understand that the Bar-Ilan 
University will be the first institution of its kind in Isrnrel tu be established 
on the American system, with a similarity of curriculum and university life, 
thus providing a complete interchangeability of students between it °nd United 
States universities,. Plans provide for the vresence of American professors and 
students, ‘Je can look forward to seeing "“mericans on th2 campus here end Israel 
citizens interminzling with the professors and students on the campuses of 
universities in my own country, Thus, there will be an expanding association 
between our peoples — 2 closer reletionship -nd 2 more sensitive 2vnreciation of 
the netional aims ond attitudes of each country. -This is as it should be, It 
should lead to an even bett«r understanding and a firmer intcrdenendence between 
our two nations, And such relationships are, I feel, more immortant and necessary 
today than at any time in the history of the world. I ve faith that this will 
be one of the great lasting contributions which will be mde by those who pass 
through the halls of this university,

Numerous observers have expressed the view 
tuat Lerut, vith its irredentist and intransigent foreign policy, parti- 
cularly during, the period following the Sinai Vanpalpny, «ained many 
adherents. The reluct:nce of the 1lsrael public to acandon the terri- 
torial saius of the sineai Campaisn were belicved to :.ave convinced 
many pevsons, particularly in the younser-are sroups, that Israel's 
future lies with on "activist" foreign policy, as typified by Menachem- 
Begin's ierut Party. ‘lhe elections at the Hebrew University have pro- 
vided tne first practical vest of this theory. ‘\.nile it is true that 
ierut mace sizable percentage .ains (almost doubling, its representation 
in the ventral Committee of the students! organization), it seens 
doubtful to the umbassy that this can be considered positive proof of 
the thesis outlined. ‘The fact remains that Lerut, as represented amon 
the students of the tiebrew Lniversity, remains a far less sipnilicant 
fictor than it was in the nation at large in the general elections of 
1955.

citizen, submitted papers. An additional scientist from Turkey, 
who had previously agreed to participate, had cancelled later 
his acceptance "for reasons of health." 


Only two of the papers submitted dealt directly with 
special problems of Israel, but the applicability of the general 
theories developed to Israel was stressed and elaborated in 
three additional papers and lectures, 


One of the participants, Mr. Richard F. a Professor 
of Economics of the University of Cambridge, deviated in his 
address considerably from his paper in order to criticize some 
aspects of Israel's economic policy. He found the wage policy 
adopted here inconsistent with the spirit of the Sinai campaign 
and the trend of mass immigration, because he believed that 
productive employment for newcomers could be found only, if the 
same quantity of consumer goods were, at least during the first 
stage, distributed among a larger number of people. Instead of 
such a policy an observer must be under the impression that in 
Israel labor forces demands for higher waves, the central bank 
then considers, how to "punish" them by raising prices and/or 
taxes, while the Government tries to mitigate such drastic 
attitudes. He belteved that ware policy must be integrated in 
economic policy instead of laying the whole emphasis on monetary 
policy, which has made "Israel the last hope of the quantity 
theory of money." Mr. Kahn further criticized the "snobbish 
attitude" which even in a country, where labor is abundant and 
capital short, tries to substitute mechanical devices and 
expensive machinery for manual work. He concluded by asking 
the question, how in view of the low productivity in Israel the 
whole system has not collapsed, giving the answer by a joke 
popular in Great Britain with respect to the operations oi the 
treasury during the time of a severe crisis - "because the 
people t ere are so able,"

In my letter of Jume 5, 1959, I stated that the Department would 
try to supplement the inforsation supplied you on the status of the 
collections in the Mount Seopus institutions by an inguiry to the 
Consulate General in Jerusalem. We have now received a reply containing

to arrange the transfer of the collection from Mount Scopus to ‘ 
the new University in the Israel-held sector of Jerusalem. UNTSO 
is responsible for the Mount Scopus United Hations neutral zone 

and also supervises the fortnightly convoy carrying materials 

to and from Isreel and Mount Scopus.

Another delaying factor is that a large professional 
staff would be needed to select the books still really useful 
and valuable, as many thousands have already been duplicated, 
and other thousands of items are essentially ephemeral material. 
There is no current provision under which euch a staff could be 
transported, through Jordan territory, to the UN Neutral Zone 
for this purpose. 


When the initial stage of the new national library is 
completed in 1960, it will house 1,250,000 books, so that ’ 
there will be room for 500,000 from temporary storage in By 
Tereel-held Jerusalem, and 500,000 the old national library oxy 
in the UN Neutral Zone on Mount Scopus. It ts to be expected, 


therefore, that 


therefore, that in October or November, 1960, there will be a 
request from Israel to the United Nations for mass cartage of 
the books from Mount Scopus. There is no reason at present to 
enticipate any difficulty in this regard beyond what is usual 
in arrangements between Parties to the Armistice Agreements." 


I trust the above will provide a satisfactory reply to Mr. Frederick 


Kogos. However, if you have any further questions in the matter, we shall 
be glad to pursue then.

The majority 
of the emigrents in the economic category claimed they vere forced in Tsreel to 
live on a lower economic level than they were accustomed to abroad. A large num 
ber also possessed @ vocation which they, could not practice in Israel or which of- 
fered a lower standard ‘of living or no opportunity for advancement. Some com 
plained they could not obtain employment because they were over forty years of age, 


In addition to the economic factors, another 14.9 percent found fault with 
the political system; 3.5 percent expressed dissatisfaction with the high taxes;

Althcugh press accounts of the report make no mention of the fact, the large 
number (14.9 percent) who emigrated from dissatisfaction with the political system 
were evidently prompted by the lure of more free societies with fewer peatrictions ¢ 
in the field of private initiative. This is reflected by the fact EnsE 750 percent 
migrated to North America, 57.1 percent to the United States and 34.1 percent to
